Arms for Arabs a Danger 


to Israel 


Speaking at the Labour Party 
Conference at Scarborough on. Mon- 


day, Mr. Anthony Greenwood, 
M.P., after referring to Israel's 


achievement in settling 750,000 Jews 
since the establishment of the State, 
declared: “ People have gone. back 
to find peace and love and security in 
the land of their fathers. Now that 


land is in danger because our own 
British Tory Government 1s insisting 
on. supplying arms to the Arab 
countries.

How, he asked, could people who did 
not know. the meaning. of democracy 
defend democracy against totalitarianism?

Tomorrow is the Jewish New Year, 
he said. Tomorrow:.a New Year will 
start in the history. of that ancient people 


and-I hope we shall tell them tomorrow

should tell them that we know their fight 


is our fight and we are with them in: the 
struggle, united in determination that the 
socialist: democratic. experiment in Israel 
shall not down in -disaster because. a 
British Tory Government supplies the 
Arab States. with arms.”

BONN 

In a Rosh Hashana message to the 
Jewish community in Germany, the 
Federal President, Professor Heuss, 
referred to the reparations agreement 
with Israel which, he said, was being 
implemented smoothly and as planned. 
He expressed the hope that the first 
ship built by Germany for Israel—it 
was recently launched at Hamburg-— 
would contribute to the establishment 
of normal relations between the Ger- 
man and Jewish peoples. 

The. Federal Chancellor, Dr. Adenauer. 
said in a message: “Our. joint efforts 
for peace,. freedom, security, and: justice 
have made good progress in. the -past 
year. good. result of our efforts 
springs from the co-operation of -all citi- 
lt rs my duty and desire to thank 
our Jewish fellow-citizens for their con- 
tribution,” 

A New: Year message. has also. been 
issued by. Herr Erich  Ollenhauer, the 
Social © Democratic 
Party, who. said it was shameful that the 
Jewish survivors. of. Nazism were. still 
waiting. for indemnification. payments. 
“ This delay in atoning for the crimes of 
the Nazis was,”-he said, only one symp- 
tom. of-a spirit which we hoped would be 
dead for ever.’ It would remain one of 
the mat tasks of. his party to turn Ger- 
many into “a safe retreat of: democracy 
and. humanity’. and. ‘to. suppress ‘any 
recurrences of neo-Nazi tendencies with 
all available strength.

Sir,-Mr. Ben Moss, whose reply 
to my earlier letter appeared in your 
issue of September 3, is a respected 
youth worker and is, | know, prompted 
by the highest motives. He is, however, 
either sadly out of touch or has mis- 
read and failed to grasp both my 
letter and the details of the proposed 
Jewish youth conference. 

It appears that we both agree that all 


Jewish youth organisations must pay 


attention to their standards. | The point 
at. which we. are at variance is that 
whereas Mr. Moss advocates a discus- 
sion on “standards” at the proposed 
conference, I maintain that this is a 
matter for each individual Jewish. youth 
organisation to define, 

The fact that Mr. Moss confines him- 
self to. writing about the: standard of 
clubs leads me to believe that: he has ‘not 
grasped the fact that the proposed Jewish 
youth conference is expected to be 
attended by delegates from all Jewish 
youth bodies and not just clubs.. Mr. 


Moss must surely realise, or our mutual 


friends will tell him, that it is unpossible 
for a Jewish youth conference to define 
a standard acceptable to a. Jewish youth 
study group, a Maccabi club, an A.J-Y. 
boys’, girls’, or mixed club, a Habonim 
peleg, and an independent little dramatic 
group. 

The only.common factor between these 
widely varying organisations is. that they 
are all Jewish youth bodies and should 
all. endeavour..to inculcate a spirit 
Judaism,. however much riggs may differ 
in their interpretation On this 
religious aspect I should be glad to know 
where, in my previous letter, I stated or 


implied that “a. Jewish club needs. no. 


purpose or qualification other, than’ the 
appellation * Jewish. ” I made no such 
point, 

‘Mr. Moss and I also seem to agree 
that overlapping, ifit exists to any appre- 
ciable extent, 1s wasteful and should: be 
eradicated. 
A.J.Y. colleagues -would. be most grate- 
ful to Mr. Moss if he would inform. them 
where there are “* proposals to open. new 
clubs. in’. districts which are. adequately 
catered for at present ’’ and which-volun- 
tary’ helpers came to clubs and left them 
due to dwindling membership or. bec ause 
they ‘had nothing constructive to do.” 

There is-an active and vigorous A.J.Y. 
committee which exists almost. solely. to 
avoid. anything: like this. happening and 
which would soon direct such persons, -if 
they really exist. into clubs. where. their 
services would be utilised to the full. 

| have no wish. to claim that-the Jewish 
youth movement generally is perfect; 
very few, if any, movements. would be 
So bold: ; LO pretend that they had no 
room fo! Indeed, a. youth 
club or. group .can_ only. ‘thrive on new 
ideas, fresh: energy, and. a high pitch of 
enthusiasm. -[ do. however, ask. your 
feadess to treat.

The original library was opened here in- 
1906 to. constitute the Soctety’s headquarters 


and to be an auxiliary to the. University’s 

Department of Hebrew and Semitic Studies. 
The choice of locale was of special signifi- 
cance. . University College, London, was the 
first university institution open to those of 
all creeds, and ever since its foundation in 
1827. it has -had the generous support of 
Jewish benefactors. Here also was estab- 
lished the first Chair of Hebrew ablé to be 
occupied by a professing Jew.

He him- 
self lived through the terrible years 
of the German occupation of Poland, 
and later, as founder and director. of 
the Central Jewish Historical Commis- 
sion in Poland, he had access to all 
the authentic and grim tales describ- 
ing the Jewish catastrophe.

CONFERENCE ON KASHER CANTEEN 


Synagogue Appeal to 
Help Funds 


From our Correspondent 


| MANCHESTER 
A conference called by the Com- 
munal. Rabbi, Dr. A. Altmann, last 
week decided to hold an appeal. in 
SyMagogues cach year on the last day 
of Pesach for the Kasher Canteen 
for Schoolchildren. 

The canteen is run by the Manchester 
Central Board for Hebrew Education, 
which has been experiencing great diffi- 
cully im maintaining the canteen as well 


as meeting its other commitments. The 

canteen costs about £700 per year. 
Although about 200 invitations were 

seni to leading members of the com- 


munity to. atiend the conference only. 12 
people were present. 

Mr. E. Raffles, J.P., Chairman of the 
Education: Board. said that during the 
eight years of the canteen’s existence it 
had cost the Board about £8,000... The 
losses were caused im the first instance 
because not enough children took advan- 
tage of the service. The losses had been 
reduced from £1,200 to £700 per annum. 


Mr. Raffles felt that the canteen should. 


be the responsibility of the Shechita 
Board, which was the main. authority for 
kashrut.. He hoped the Shechita Board 
would be in a position. to -give. the 
Education Board many thousands a year, 
not. only for the canteen but to -< sist 
Hebrew education in gencral They 
ought to find ways of taking education 
out of the realms of charity. |

I made arrangements with the 
Greek boatmen to bring them off the 
ship with their luggage. of which 
Was 
for’ -me,-as already commanded 
sufficient Greek to -make myself 
understood. I also found the new- 
comers a place for a meal, as the 
ship had arrived early in the morning 
and it would take us a long time to 
bring our passengers ashore’ with their 
luggage. As soon as they had had 
their meal I brought up our own 

wagons and others that | had hired. 
They were ordinary wagons drawn by 
oxen. Our journey, once the loading 
had. been. completed, took about five 
hours and we reached Margo by sun- 
set. I rode on horseback behind the 
wagons—a procedure which very early 
came in handy, for as soon as we left 
Larnaca we remembered that we had 
left the meat behind, and | galloped 
back to reclaim it. 

When we reached Margo jt was my 
task to establish each family in the 
house allotted to them. As there was 
no lighting they had to use candles.

Helmuth Knochen, a former S.S. 

colonel and chief assistant to S.S. 
General Karl Oberg, the “ butcher of 
Paris,” who is being tried by a military 
tribunal here for war crimes, admitted 
this week that he signed the. order 
forcing all Jews to wear the humiliat- 
ing yellow star, but he maintained that 
it nad been only “a formality.” 

He disclaimed responsibility for the 
desiruction of seven synagogues in Paris 
during the night of October 2, 1941, 
Stating that it was the work of French 
Quishngs, led by Deloncle, who wanted 
lo prove to the world that Frenchmen 
haied Jews. Knochen could not deny, 
however, that the explosives used by 
Deloncle and his associates were supplied 
by the German police commanded by 
Oberg and himself. 

Both Oberg and Knochen, who are 
accused of the mass deportation of Jews 
io extermination camps, the destruction 
of synagogues, enforcing the wearing of 
ihe yellow star, and passing legislation 
depriving Jews of French nationality in 
order to deport them to Germany, defi 
the responsibility, maintaining that they 
were only “transmitting orders received 
from. Berlin.
